Rovernmental operations involv-
ing the expenditure of more than
one hundred million dollars were
practically paralyzed for overa
mounth last year by failure of the
Democratie Congress to properly
enact necessary legislation.

The “tie-up” was paramounnt
to a strike with hundreds of
thousandsof men idle, according
to government officials charged
with expenditure of the fuonds
controlled by the legislation.
The amount was contained in
what is popularly termed the
“aundry civil” bill. In order to
carry out the plans on which it
was based, the bill had to be
passed by June 30. It did not
pass until more than a month
iater. For the intervening time
none of the future work contem
plated in the legislatior could be
started.

It would take hundreds of pag-
@s to describe the disastrous re-
sults of this beedless delay.
Only a mere hint can be given of
the activities the “‘sundry civil”
bill provided for. Itisone of the
largest supply bills that congress
handles, and included nearly
four million dollars for improve-
ments and maintenance of sol-
diers’ homes; two and a half mil-
lion for the protection of public
beaith; seven millivn and more
forkeeping uplife saving stations
and light houses; over one mil-
lion for fortifications on the Pan-
ama Caral; over three and a half
million to enable the Inter-State
Commerce Commission to con-
tinue the physical valvation of
railroads and other important ac-
tivities; more than thirteen mil-
flion for building quarantinesta-
tions, bospitals and other public
buildings beretofore authorized;
and numerous other less striking
features.

“It is imperative that funds
for purposes like this shall be
made available with the begin-
ning of the fiscal year,” said a
government officialin discussing
this subject. “Every day’s de
lay after that is nearly a total
loss. Funds really ought to be
ready by May 1, of each year;
but to failto provide them by
July 1, and have to resortto reso-
lutions continuing old appropri-
ations, as Congress was forced
to do in this instance, is sheer
waste.

“From ten to fifteen per cest
of the amount of an appropria-
tion is atotal lossif it is not pass-
ed before July 1. If the money
wasted in delayed appropriations
during the last four years could
be arailable now, we would not
need to be devising ways and
means to replenish the treasury.
The waste would probably more
than cover the estimated de-
ficit.”

The crime of delaying action
on sppropriation bilis was emph-
asived by the Democrats in the
recent spring session of Con-
gress. Within thirty-six hours
of the time for adjournment only
two relatively unimportant ap-
propriation bills Lhad been enact-
ed. Yetim the brief hours be-
fore noon of March 4, the enor-
mous sum of about one billion
doliars wis authorized to be ex-
pended.

This performance was an ap-
propriate close to a record of
